«Any emancipated slave remaining in the State 
more thin a year, may be sold by the overseers of 
the poor, for the benefit of the literary fund. Any 
slave or tree colored person, foand at any school for 
teaching reading or writing, by day or night, may be 
whipped at discretion, pot exeveding twenty lashes. 
Any white person assembling with slaves fur the 
purpose of teaching them to read or write, glall be 
fied not less than ten, nor more than a hundred 
dollars.’—[ Laws of Virginia. 

By the revised code of this State, seventy-one 
offences are punished with death, when committed 
by slaves, and by nothing more than imprisonment 
when commilted by whites.

Then fell 
upon my ear the auctiopeer’s ery, ‘How much is 
svid for this beautitul and healthy slave girl, a real 
albino, a fancy girl for any gentleman ?(!) | How 
much? Who bids?) *Five hundred dollars,’ 
* Riztt hundred,” ‘Que thousand, were seon bid 
by different purchasers. No one seemed disposed 
to raise the bid. The crier then read from a paper 
in bis hand, ‘She is intelligent, well informed, exsy 
to communicate, a first-rate inst: uctress? This had 
the desired effeet. ‘Twelve handred,’ ¢ Fourteen,’ 
‘siateen,’ quickly followed, He read again— She 
is a devoted Christian, sustains the best of morals, 
and is perfectly trusty.’ This raised the bids to 
two thousand dollars, at which she was struck off. 
Here closed one of the darkest scenes in the book 
ottime. This was a southern auction; an auction 
at which the bones, muscles, sinews, blood, and 
nerves of a young ludy of nineteen sold for one 
thousand doilars; her improved intelleet for six 
hundred more; and her Christianity, the person of 
Christ in his follower, four hundred more !—Letter 
in the Anti-Slavery Reporter. 











THE SLAVE TRADE. 


The public not long since was shocked by the 

announcement of an awful tragedy in the jail of 
Covington, Kentucky. A husband and wife, on 
their way tothe Southern market, about to be 
torn from their only child, buried a knife in its 

beurt, and then slew themselves. Who can ima- 
gine the intensity of the agony which drove them 

to such a deed us this? Two other instances of a 
similar kind, not indeed se horrible, but still la- 

mentable, have just fallen under our notice. 

The Rockville (Md.) Journa} of September 30th, 
says — 

‘A negro man belonging to Mr. Philip Stone, 

who resides near this place, chopped his hand off 
with un axe on Wednesday lust. He stated that 

he was induced to do so froin a fear that his mas- 

ter would sell him. He had run off a few days 
previous, and ‘had just been brought home.’ 


The probability is that he had a wife or family in 
the neighborhuod, and resorted to this dreadful ex 

pedient to avoid the anguish of being separated 
trom them. 

The other case we find thus briefly reported in 
the Richmond (Va.) Whig :— 


‘An inquest was held before Coroner Wicker 
yesterduy evening, upon the body of Simon, a 
slave belonging to a gentleman io Surry county, 
who was brought to the city for sale,and was in the 
care of a geutleman of this city, who yesterday, 
about. sunrise, voluntarily throw himself down a 
well in the yard, and was drowned. Verdict—vol- 
untary suicide,’ 


The words we have italicized threw light upon 
the cause of this tragedy. 

Has the negro no heart? Is he not susceptible 
of home uffeetions ? How can we help abhorring a 
system whieh thas tramples opon them in cold 
blood, and trents men like brutes ? 

That was a most merciful auempt which was 
made in the last Legislature of Alabama to pre- 
vent the dismemberment of slave families by sale ; 
we hope it may be renewed again and again, until 
it succeeds.—{National Era.
